J. Bruce Copland, of 
Arts '22, vice-president of the society, 
will speak on "Imitation In Animals." 
A topic of this type treated from à 
psychological point of; view promises 
to be very interesting and instructive. 
So numerous are. the examples and 
instances of animal Ingenuity that 
one can't help asking oneself "Do 
animals think? or are they menly 
acting Instinctively and Intuitively." 

Psychology which bas become since 
comparatively recent times an ex-' 
perimental science, endeavors to solve 
this problem. But experiment with 
the cerebral functions of animals is 
very limited and thus great difficulty 
Is experienced by the scientists in 
obtaining accurate results.

up to the horse, dog and ape, evident j 
manifestations of Ingenuity are ob- 1 
served, and the question immediately : 
arises are their actions premeditated 
or do they act mechanically and auto- 
matically and thus without any 
thought preceding their actions. 

This is indeed an interesting and 
important problem, for if it can bo 
proved that the lower animals think, 
then the difference between them and 
man is merely one of degree.

The thirty-ninth annual dinner of 
the McGill Undergraduate Medical 
Society was hold on Saturday night, 
at the Place Viger Hotel. A record 
number of nearly two hundred wore 
present, including undergraduates 
and over fifty of the Faculty. 

The guest of honor of the occasion 
was Dr. Charles H. Peck, Professor of 
Clinical Surgery at Columbia Univer- 
sity, New York, one of the leadin.-; 
surgeons of New York, an'd well 
known also m. Montreal, having mar- 
ried Miss Chaffee, a Montreal girl. 
During the war Dr. Peck held sevev.il 
posts of distinction; he was Chief ol 
Staff of the Surgeon General's office 
at. Washington in rotation with Dis. 
William and Charles Mayo, and was 
awarded by Cqjigress the Distinguish- 
ed Service Medal. 

Tho main object of the celebration 
was a preliminary farewell to tho 
graduating class and several speeches 
were mado by students and members 
of the Teaching Staff. The faculty 
addresses were made by Sir Arthur 
Currie, Principal; Dr. A. D- Black- 
ader, Dr. J. A. Hutchison and Emeri- 
tus Prof. F. J. Shepherd.
